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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Claim 1 recites that the motion variable step is a 
resultant force of internal force by activities of motion ofhte muscle fibers and the external force is caused by motion of an actuator. 
Alastairs still teaches that the motion is a result of the motion of muscle fibers creating a myoeletric potiential and an actuator controlling the 
prosthetic. Alastair's device is controlled by EMG sensors that measure the internal force of flexor and extensor muscles (column 1, lines 
47-55). The force is not internal of the prosthetic, but claim 1 as written does not require this limitation. Claims 1 3 and 14 require that the 
force be applied to an animal through the orthosis. Alastair's system teaches when the differences between the feedback of the driver 
velocity signal "force feedback signal" and the control signal, or internal signal of the muscles is less than a reference, or desired, the driver 
powers off (column 1 , lines 38-47). McBean teaches an orthotic of this nature that assists a remaining body part. Using the control system 
of Alastair on a partial orthotic instead of full prosthesis would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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
